HISTORICAL VILLAGE TAKES A GIANT STEP 
_ FORWARD _ 

Members of the Historical Commission have 
been planning and preparing for the new 
additions to the Historic Green. Constr¬ 
uction on the 19th century Print Shop has 
at last reached a stage of near completion. 
Finish carpentry work is currently being 
done by the City's Building Department. 

An opening date has not yet been set, however, 
we are hoping to open the shop for tours 
sometime in November, 1977. The 1885 Chandler 
and Price printing press is currently under¬ 
going minor restoration repairs and should be 
completed by October 1. Mr. Richard Miller, 
donor of the press and printing equipment, 
has already volunteered his services in 
preparing the final setup after the equip¬ 
ment has been moved into the new building . 

Volunteers are needed to operate the printing 
press and will be thoroughly trained before 
the shop is opened to the public. All 
interested and knowledgeable volunteers are 
urged to contact the Museum office by October 
15. Training will take place after this date. 

New brick walkways have been added to the 
village this summer. The sidewalks run from 
the parking area to the previously existing 
walk at the Caswell House, and on to the 
Print Shop. More walkways will be added as 
new structures are added to the site. 

The Wagon Shop plans are once again under way 
with an arrival date projected for early this 
Fall. The City's Building Dept, has offered 
to move this structure which is currently 
standing on the site at Livernois and Square 
Lake Roads. Restoration work will be 
constructed by A.M.E., a Troy based Arch¬ 
itectural-Contracting firm. 

A plan to construct a Gazebo, at the village 
site, is currently being researched and 
drawn. No construction date has been set, 
but the Historical Commission is hoping to 
see the structure underway this Fall. 

This will certainly add a flavorful touch 
to the rapidly growing Museum and Historic , 
Village. 

The basic plan is to develop a Gazebo with 
the gingerbread style of the Victorian 
Age.
